OBSERV. 


TION: 


(а) No Advances have been made under the Labour Rate 
Acts. 

(б) No Instalment has been levied under the Labour 
Rate Acts, the Grand Jury not having; presented, and the 
several High Constables having refused to enter into secu- 
rity, or accept the Treasurer’s Warrants to collect the same. 

(c) Three Instalments of £. 106. 7. 8. each. 

(d) No Advance has been made under the Labour Rate 
Acts. 

(e) This sum includes the amount of four Instalments, 
hut Warrants have been issued for two Instalments only ; the 
Warrants for the remaining two having been withdrawn by 
order of Government. 

(/) The Return states the Total Amount of the Instal- 
ments which have become payable, to he .£.1,581. 8. 10., 
whilst the amount actually paid is atated to be “ two Instal- 
ments, £. 3,162. 7. 8.” It has, therefore, been assumed 
that the former amount is inaccurate, as representing one 
only of two Instalments really levied. 

(p) The Return states that the High Constables had not, 
up to the date thereof, sent in an account of the Labour 
Rate, although they had been written to do so, and in most 
cases they had lodged the money in the bank. The Return 
also further states, that as the Grand Jury refused to dis- 
charge these presentments, it is impossible to furnish a i 
authentic account than the present, which is drawn up ft 
memoranda made by the Secretary of the Grand Jury at 
Lent Assizes. The Return adds, that the High Constables 
were always directed to lodge the payments for Labour Rate 
separately, but that they had not followed that order, having 
lodged their money in bulk. 

(A) Owing to arrears of the Spring and Summer Levy on 
the Barony of Upper Connelloe, these sums have not been 
repaid to the Treasury ; they are included iu the Warrants 
now in course of collection. 

(t) The Treasurer states that the Collectors haring 
failed, notwitlistanding repeated applications to distinguish 
the amount collected under the Labour Rate Acts, he has 
been obliged to return as still leviable what actually remains 
due and unpaid to Government. 

(j) No Warrant issued for this Instalment after Spring 
Assizes 1850, by order of the Lords of the Treasury.
